The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 2, 
4-19, 21-32 are allowable in that none of the art performs the diagnostic method using 
an impedance signal, where the first and second impedance signals are each corrected 
by a correction factor that includes both a magnitude and phase correction factor. 
Evans 4953556 provides magnitude and/or phase correction to a thoracic signal to 
correct for cardiac contributions, but does not provide any motivation to modify Organ or 
to be used in a diagnostic method.
